Hanchey has served with the Elba 
Police Department. He has served as 
4 patrolman - rose to the rank of ser- 
geant and has been an investigator 
for the department.

One thing that Chief Hanchey has 
noticed since he has been serving in 
law enforcement is that the majority 
of today’s police officers are better 
educated. He also noted that the

During Hanchey’s tenure as Elba 
Police Chief, several things have 
been accomplished. The department 
has maintain the same personnel for 
several years now. This is extremely 
uncommon - particularly in small de- 
partments, 

The D.A.R.E, program has been 
implemented in the Elba Elementary 
School: the department has a full- 
time investigator and also a full-time 
drug investigator; a trained §.W.A.T. 
team has been formed; equipment 


) has been updated - radios, comput- 


ers, etc,; and the department has ac- 
quired a trained drug dog and a pa- 
trol dog at minimum cost to the city. 


A program organizing neighbor- 
hood crimewatchers is presently be- 
ing carried out by members of the 
police department. 

If Chief Hanchey could have one 
wish today, it would be to have the 
resources made available for contin- 
ucd improvements in the training 
and education process required to 
sustain a first-rate police department. 

Dispatcher of the Year, Mark 
Coleman, has been employed by the 
City of Elba since September of 
1985. He worked 2 years with the 
city’s water department before tak- 
ing a position as a lineman for the 
electrical department. 

Coleman has worked as a pan- 
time dispatcher for the Elba Police 
Department for the past 3 years, In 
June of 1992, he was injured in a 
traffic accident and has been unable 
to work until just recently, 

He has had nine operations to re- 
pair injuries to his legs received in 
the accident and was hospitalized for 
more than a month, 

Coleman was very pleased with 
the recent honor bestowed upon him 
by the members of the Elba Police 
Department. 

He continues to recover from his 
accident and is working as a police 
dispatcher a few hours per weck.

the concerns of the community, 

"We have the goal of controlling

ties in order to protect the health and 
welfare of soldiers and the public 
within and surrounding the post," 
said Braxton W. Snowden of the 
Airfield/Airspace Branch, Aviation 
Division, Directorate of Plans, Train- 
ing, Mobilization and Security, 

He said that in order to achieve 
the post's goals, certain criteria must 
be met,

mental impact of noise produced by 
Army activities and reduce harmful

or objectionable effects as much as 
is practicable. 

"To do that, we must comply with 
federal, state, interstate and local 
standards pertaining to noise consis- 
tent with our mission," Snowden 
said, 

"We also must achieve noise 
abatement through the application of 
engineering noise reduction proce- 
dures, administrative noise control 
measures, modern land-use planning 
and procurements of quieter equip- 
ment. 

"And finally, and just as impor- 
lant, conduct Installation Compatible 
Use Zones (ICUZ) and community 
involvement planning. That means 
routes of aircraft are observed and 
monitored to make every possible at- 
tempt to avoid flying over "built-up 
areas" or livestock, We're the peace- 
makers here. We will mitigate up to 
the point where safety becomes a 
factor. We will change routes and 
adjust flight patterns to avoid inci- 
dents, as long as those changes don't 
infringe on safety or training," 
Snowden added, 

The Army Aviation Center is do- 
ing everything possible, but it still 
needs the help of local governments 
to continue to Fly Neighborly, 

ICUZ also needs involvement and

action by local governments to en- 
sure development of housing and 
businesses have minimal impact on 
existing air traffic patterns and train-

"There are times when all the pre- 
cautions fail," he said, 

"When a helicopter strays from 
the route and overflies someone's 
home or livestock, just call our 
Noise Complaint line (255-5518 or 
2680) and state the problem. Either I 
or someone else in the office will log 
in the complaint and attempt to alle- 
viate that problem," Snowden said. 

"When I have the complaint in 
my hand, I contact the complainer to 
determine their location, the nature 
of the incident and if any damage 
was incurred, If there was no dam- 
age, I will instruct the organization 
involved to conduct an investigation 
and provide a synopsis of what hap-

Building Of A Car 


by Joseph Smith 

During the rebuilding of an engine 
with an automatic transmission, the first 
then that needs to be done is to drain the 
radiator, Removing the hoses and discon- 
necting the transmission lines would be 
the next step. Take the radiator from the 
car completely. Accessories such as air 
conditioning, power steering pumps, and 
alternator should be removed. Drain the 
oil and disconnect the bolts from around 
the bellhousing, drop the starter and ex- 
haust pipes. Unbolt the motor mounts 
and connect the chain-hoist to the motor. 
Start pulling up on the motor from the 
transmission. After the motor has been 
removed from the vehicle, take off the 
tongue-converter and flywheel. When 
the motor is on a worktable or stand, it is 
more accessible to finish striping it 
down. The water pump, distributor, 
heads and harmonic balancer can be tak- 
en off after the removal of the balancer. 
Next the timing cover can come off, and 
then the timing chain sprockets. Take out 
the lifters and pull the cam out. Remove 
the oil pan. Take off the oil pump,and 
disconnect the rods from the crankshaft. 
Knock pistons out and remove the crank- 
shaft. Putting in new freeze plugs is an 
option, but put in new cambearings. 

To assemble the engine again, put in 
new mainbearings and crankshaft. Put 
new rings on the pistons and put the pis-

Connect the wires back up and 
put the radiator back in. Hook up the 
hoses and transmission lines. The alter 
nalor, power steering pump, and air con 
ditioning needs to be hooked up next 
making sure all bolts are tight. Fill the 
radiator with water or coolant, and fill 
the motor with oil. Now itis time for that 
moment of truth, does she run or not. 
Crank the motor and adjust the carbure- 
tor. Set the timing, and if necessary, ad- 
just the valves.

tious vegetable, this "pea" has many 
uses, 

I would like to introduce the pea- 
nut to you by touching up on a litle 
bit of the history of this famous nut. 
Peanuts were first grown in South 
America at least two thousand years 
ago. The Europeans exploring South 
America took peanuts back to their 
homelands. Later they traded pea- 
nuts for spices and elephant tusks in 
Africa. In South America peanuts 
were found inside ancient graves. 


The Incas placed pottery jars shaped 
like peanuts inside the tombs, 

In North America, early colonsits 
fed peanuts to their hogs.

Justin Law Is 4-H Peanut 
Essay Winner

came very important during the Civil 
War when food was scarce. The Civ- 
il War song "Eatin' Goober Peas" 
was inspired by the peanuts. 

Early in the twentieth century, a 
Tuskegee Institute teacher and bota- 
nist, George Washington Carver, 
wamed the people of the South 
about the dreadful insect, the Cotton 
Boll Weevil, and urged the farmers 
to seek an alternative crop. Not only 
was the insect destroying the cotton, 
but it was depleting the land of all its 
rich materials. Carver suggested the 
peanut as a new crop. He said that 
the peanut would enrich the soil and 
be a source of income. Finally, farm- 
ers accepted the new idea of growing 
peanuts. Dr. Carver is now interna- 
tionally recognized for his contribu- 
tion to the peanut industry of the 
United States. He discovered that 
peanuts are rich in proteins, fats and 
other nutrients. He developed over 
three hundred uses for the peanut, 
their shells, and their foliage. 

Dr. Carver extracted thirty dyes 
from peanut skins and devised a ma- 
terial of peanut shells and other sub- 
stances to make wallboard. He de- 
veloped leather stains, wood stains, 
and ink in his laboratory. He made 
instant coffee and cream, skimmed 
and evaporated milk, and butter from 
peanuts, too. 

We know that most peanuts are 
used as food. Some are sold as roast- 
ed-in-shell. Some are sold shelled. 
Peanuts can be mixed into candies, 
cookies, and pies. Ice cream is fla- 
vored with them, Peanut bread is 
made from ground peanuts. 

Peanuts are rich in oil. Oil is ob- 
tained by crushing the nuts. Peanut 
oil is used to fry foods. Salad oils, 
dressings, and margarine contain 
peanut oil, 

Probably the most popular prod- 
uct made from peanuts is peanut but- 
ter. A great deal of work goes into 
that small jar of peanut butter you 
buy. The peanuts are roasted and 
cooled, Then they are blanched, This 
is when the skins are removed, Fi- 
nally, the peanuts are ground up. The 
oil is removed from the peanuts, 
Sugar, salt, and a stabilizer are add- 
ed, Presto! Peanut Butter, 

Peanuts are also used in industry, 
Some examples are oil for machin- 
ery, soaps, shaving cream, face pow- 
der, shampoo, and paint. Also, they 
are used in explosives, 

Even the shell of the peanut is 
used, Peanut shell powder is used in 
wallboard, plastic, and cork, 

Peanut plants also make good 
hay. Different livestock feeds. are 


also made, 

Now I get to the growing process 
of this fabulous plant. It grows up to 
two and one-half feet high and im 
feet across, in a warm climate, There 
are two main types, bunch and run- 
ner, The bunch grows up and the 
runner grows on the ground, The 
plants need well-drained, sandy soil. 

Farmers prepare the soil by plow- 
ing deeply and loosely. A thermome- 
ter is stuck into the ground, The 
farmer plants the sceds when the 
temperature is 64 degrees Fahrenheit 
for three days in a row, Seeds are 


planted two to three inches deep, 
They must be harvested at exactly 
the right time, Most pods ripen 120- 


150 days after the seeds are planted, 


Then plows are used to dig the pea- 
nuts up and leave them to dry in the 
sun, A machine called the combine 
is used to remove the pods from the

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Elba’s Mayor Ricky Haywood files suit againt W & E Board

The four present members of the 
Elba Water and Electric Board were 
served last Friday with copies of a 
lawsuit filed against them by Elba 
Mayor Ricky Haywood, who was 
then also the appointed Superinten- 
dent for the utility, 

The suit was prepared and signed 
by Haywood on December 28, 1992 
in the office of his attorney, Jackson 
W. Stokes. It was filed in Coffee 
County Circuit Court early last week 
and the board members, who were 
already aware of the pending suit, 
were Officially served by the Elba 
Police Department last Friday. 

An effort to settle the matter be- 
fore it became official had failed ear- 
lier in the week, 

The suit was filed against Board 
Chairman Mickey Murdock, mem- 
bers Bill Brunson, Earl! McCollough 
and Gladys Yelverton, All but Mur- 
dock are also elected members of the 
city council. 

The original complaint also 
named Board member Jack Prescott. 
However Prescott resigned for health 
reasons effective January Ist and the 
complaint was changed to omit him 
from the suit. 

The COMPLAINT FOR DE- 
CLARATORY JUDGEMENT as 
the case is officially called, claims 
the board is hindering Haywood “in 
his duties and responsibilities to the 
citizenry of the City of Elba...” by 
enforcing the now well known 1985 
resolution of the Board which re- 
serves to the Board all hiring and fir- 
ing powers, 

The resolution allows supervisors 
and superintendents to suspend an 
employee for just cause and present 
the matter to the board at the next 
regular meeting. They can at that 
time concur with the firing or rein- 
state the employee. 

The resolution was originally pro- 
posed in 1985 by them board mem- 


” 


ber Jack Prescott. He felt the utility 
board members should have more 
control over the activities and em- 
ployees of the utility. 

This resolution was also the basis 
of the rehirings of Mrs. Pat Boothe 
last October, November and Decem- 
ber. Haywood had fired her a week 
after taking office. She has returned 
to the payroll by the board but he re- 
fuses to allow her to work in city 
hall. 

Haywood, who took office as 
mayor in October of 1992, was ap- 
pointed to the office of Superinten- 
dent of the utility department a week 
after being sworn in as mayor (Octo- 
ber 12th), 

Haywood declined to comment 
on the suit, deferring all questions to 
Stokes. 

Attorney Stokes referred to a 
1986 opinion by then-Alabama At- 
torney General Charles Graddick 
prepared for the Collinsville Water 
Works Board. 

That opinion responded to the 
question, “/f the Mayor is hired, will 
his duties be those listed in the Code 
of Alabama, or can his duties and 
hours be those given to him by the 
Board?" 

The Code of Alabama §11-43-80 
says what the superintendent “shall” 
do. The Attorney General opinion 
was that such duties are mandatory 
and may not be modified by the 
Board, 

This is the authority for the suit, 
Stokes said, 

Mr. Stokes said the case would be 
heard by a judge without the benefit 
of a jury, as the only question was a 
question of law. 

He said he felt the suit was based 
on solid facts of law, but would not 
predict how a judge would rule from 
the bench. 

At the first meeting of the utility 
board after the suit was filed, the 
Board voted 3-1 to relieve Mayor 
Haywood of his duties as Superin- 
tendent. Board member Earl McCol- 


lough voted against the firing. 

Following that meeting Mayor 
Haywood said that action did noth- 
ing to stop him from going forward 
with the law suit. 

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board was structured in its present 
form on August 20, 1951 as a munic- 
ipal owned corporation to construct, 
operate and maintain the water and 


electric system of Elba, The revi- 
sions were made to allow the utility 
lo get into the business of supplying 
electricity to the businesses and cili- 
zens of Elba. 

The utility had been previously be 
called the Water Works Board Ot 
The City Of Elba, having been 
formed in February, 1948. 

Further changes throughout the 


years modified sections of the incor- 
poration. One was the original three 
member board, This was expanded 
to a five member board, Another 
was the original section which said, 
“None of the members of the said 
board of directors shall be an officer 
of said city, This was first modified 
to allow two of the five members to 
be elected officials. It was later 


changed to allow for a maximum of 
three elected city officials on the five 
member board. 

None of the original citizens who 
organized the original utility corpo- 
ration are alive today. They were J. 
D, Smith, S. B. Young, John Taylor, 
Flournoy Whitman and J. V. Wright.

An Elba man has been arrested by 
local police and charged in connec- 
tion with the robbery of an elderly

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddy Hanchey, on December 29, 
1992, police responded to a resi- 
dence at 1224 Martin Luther King 
Drive, Officers, upon arriving at the 
scene, determined that 75-year-old

We have a loyalty problem 
and I felt in the best interest of the 
town, to remove Freddie Hanchey. 

Haywood said he would be acting 
police chief until someone was 
named. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
asked who was acting Police Chief 
and when told Haywood himself 
was, Brunson asked if he met the 
Peace Officer Standards. The mayor 
«xplained he was responsible for the 
operation of the police department. 

Council member Ronnie Jinright 
questioned the promise to the incom- 
ing council to keep Chief Hanchey. 
He wondered aloud if Haywood’s 
problems with the loyalty could be 
because of the promise and the later 
change of mind. 

Hanchey was asked to respond 
and he said on the Monday morning 
prior to the swearing in of the new 
officials Haywood came into his of- 
fice and announced that over the 
weekend he had changed his mind 
and was going to replace him, He 
asked Hanchey to remain in the posi- 
tion temporally until a replacement 
could be named. 

Haywood read from the state laws 


which spells out the duties of the 
mayor and city council. Jinright read 
further from that same state code and 
said, “You can’t read part of it and 
leave part out. You also have to use 
common sense.” 

Brunson stated he wasn't pre- 
pared to make the motion requested 
by the mayor at that time. 

Brunson asked for a special meet- 
ing if possible but only after getting 
a Clarification from the city attorney 
on the proper procedure conceming 
this matter, He also wanted to know 
if Haywood could act in that capaci- 
ty without meeting the minimum 
standards, 

Haywood said, “When I took of- 
fice, the people who elected me 
wanted a change. | have developed 
the reputation as the mayor who fires 
everybody.” He added, “I have not 
fired anybody. How I got my repeta- 
tion, I have no idea.” 


Hanchey told the group that the 
state clearance rate on burgularies is 
12% and with three arrests, the Elba 
department was up to state averages. 
He added that of the 25, in six or 
seven cases, nothing was taken. 

He said property recovery in Elba 
was near 50% and the state average 
is 17%. 

Haywood responded to a question 
from the audience and said he would 
again fire Hanchey if the the council 
voted to rehire him. 

He also admitted that part of his 
reason for firing Hanchey was the 
fact some officers applauded upon 
his leaving the police Christmas par- ° 
ty. He denied that his being arrested 
by the city police during the flood 
played any part in his decision.

Eloa W & E Board relieves

He, Holley, stated that he was not

According to Stephens, the possi- 
bility of raising revenue through tax- 
es was mentioned to Holley and his 
response was, “What specific tax- 
es?” The Legislature has to give its 
approval before most tax increases
